(a) "Highway" means every way or place, of whatever nature, generally open to the use

of the public for the purpose of vehicular travel.

(b) "Intimidate" means an act that causes another person to fear for his physical safety.

(2) Itisathird degreefelony for any person or persons, with the intent of intimidating

any person or group of persons, to burn, or cause to be burned, or attempt to burn or cause to be

burned, a cross on the property of another, a highway, or any other public place.
